Thus on 30 hogfheads of 
fugar he may have a bill for gool. difcounted, and to 
be twice renewed, if in the interim the fugar fhall not 
be fold. 

A letter received from Le Tigre, dated Coaft of Ca- 
ramania, Sept 20, relates het arrival there, to provide 
wood and water, neither of which could be convenient- 
ly obtained in any other part of thofe feas, and that 
Captain Commodore Sir Sydney Smith and crew were 
in perfect health. Our account mentions that. Buona- 
parte, whofe retreat from Egypt was unknown on board

The Commiffion has carefully inveftigated the different 
inftitutions of the Englith marine, and the adminiltra- 
tive fyftems of other foreign nations. . It thinks’ that 
France ought, like England, to give the Prefident of 
the Board of Admiralty, who alone communicates with 
the Executive Authority, fufficient influence and power 
to prevent deliberative Sodies from, at any time, impéding 
the rapid progrefs of the Government in circumf{tances 
which demand rapidity, and likewife to prevent the di- 
vulging of its! feerets. 

Every part of the draught which follows, has accord- 
inply.been modelled with the pofitive intention of pros 
moting order, ecopomy, the improvement of exiting 
inftitations, {tability of determination, and, in thort,. al] 
the advantages which mutt neceffarily and inconteftably 
arife from the union of talents and inclinations with the 


which the unity of the alent and the action can alone 
guarantee. : , 

The mode of organization which the Commiffion has 
unanimoufly adopted, and which ic is now to propole, 
is the.one which, after mature examination, appears to 
unite all thefe advantages. This fyitem likewife tends 
to give the Supreme Maritime, Authority that prepon- 
derance and dignity requifite for exciting emulation, and 
reftoring the marine to its former luftre and glory. It 
fhould be actied, that this fyitem of maritime adminif 
tration can alone oppofe. an infurmountable-barrier to a- 
byfe, andthe effeéts of intrigue and favour. 

The Commifhon has not turned its attention to the 
falaries which ought to be allowed to the prefident, the 
other meribers, and the fetretary of this board. That 
object, it was of opinion, would better form part of the 
plan of organization for the Admiralty. 

Article I. ‘here shall be established a Board of Admiralty 
in France. 

II. This Board shsli be composed of a President, six Mem: 
bers, and a Secretary, to be appointed by the Executive Govern- 
ment. :

According to the.decision of the Board of Admiralty, 
and except in the cases stated in the following article, two

commissions of every kind; plans, accounts, and warrants of the 
generals and subordinate treasurers. 

X. When especially authorised by the Exccutive Authority, 
the President shall singly sign the instructions given to the 
commanding or inferior officers of fleets, squadrons, or single 
ships of war, to the military or civil agents of the Executive 
Authority in the Celonies, and Comunissiens for the cemporary 
exercise of any rank-or office.

The departure of 
Field Marfhal Suwarrow, with the head-quarters, was 
to take place in a few days. ' 

On the other hand, they write from Ratifbon, that 
Field-Marfhal Suwarrow has received counter-orders, 
and that his army is to march to the’ Rhine.

Monday, came on before the High Court of Justiciary, the 
trial of ANpRew Hormesjaccused of breaking into the shop of 
Philip Taylor, spirit-dealer, Lawn-market, on the ‘night be- 
tween the gth and roth of March last, and stealing from thence 
7ol. in cash and notes ;—of breaking into the shop of Alexander 
Livingstone, grocer, Crosscauseway, on the night between the 
13th and 14th of May last, and stealing from thence upwards of 
15[. in copper-motiey ;—and of breaking into the shop of Mrs 
Spottiswood, in the Grass-market, on the night between the 
2oth and atst of May, and stealing from thence some snufl- 
boxes, and several parcels of razors. tka 

Mr Dovetas, forthe pannel, made no objection ‘to the re- 
Tevancy of the libel, but stated at considerable length the man-. 
ner in which the pannel had become acquainted with a gang 
of young thieves, and that he alone remained in custody for 
trial, atthongh he was by no means guilty of the heavy crimes 
laid to his charge. 

The first witness called for the prosecution was Puiu 
Tay tor, spirit-dealer, who swore that his shop in the Lawn- 
market was broke into late on Saturday night, the gth, or 
early on Sunday morning, the roth of March last,’ from the 
back area, by a window which looks into James’s Court, which 
he did not discover till the Sanday forenoon, when he went to 
fetch a pair of gloves he had left in the,shop- He was the last 
person in the shop the preceding night, and is sure it, was 
properly locked. ‘The window by which the thieves had ¢n- 
tered, was secured. by a cross bar, which was broken off. On 
the Sunday he entered the shop by the street door, and found 
things in much disorder; an attempt Nad been made to burn a 
middle door between the fore and back shop, but that not 
succeeding, it had been burst open. Wpon opening the shut- 
ters, he found that the shop had been broke into, and his desk, 
as well as the till forced open, and their contents carried away. 
His desk contained 6>1. in notes and: gold, and the money 
catried off amounted in all to about 70]. He found’ a lady's 
cap and some false hair, in the shop, which he identified, and 
a small penknife. He had two: torn §s. notes, which were 
likewise taken away, but op the Monday he found half of one 
of them (a Falkirk siore) which he meant to throw away ; but 
his wife advised him to keep it,,and he did so.
